The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer,  83,  is  ten  more  t an 
in  1963.  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  heart  disease,  124,  is  18  leas 
than  last  year.  These  two  groups  of  diseases  once  again  account  for  more 
than  half  of  the  total  deaths  (56^). 

45^  of  the  male  deaths  were  men  under  the  age  of  65.  Half  of  these 
men  died  from  either  coronary  heart  disease  or  cancer.  Of  the  women  who 
died  before  the  age  of  65  (24^  of  the  total  female  deaths),  over  half  died 
of  these  two  ma.ior  diseases.  Prevention  and  control  of  these  "killers” 
must  be  regarded  as  the  most  urgent  problem  facing  public  health  workers 
today.  More  research  is  needed  but  health  education  now,  on  what  we  do 
know,  is  of  prime  importance.  People  still  smoke  cigarettes,  they  still 
allow  themselves  to  become  far  too  fat  and  take  far  too  little  exercise. 

Do  all  women  know  what  a cervical  smear  is  for,  and  how  it  may  affect 
her?  In  ray  opinion,  we  should  do  all  we  can  to  see  that  the  public  know 
as  much  as  possible  about  the  cause  and  predisposing  factors  that  lead  to 
these  two  great  killer  diseases. 

Over  half  (52^)  of  the  female  deaths  were  women  who  died  over  the  age 
of  75.  The  commonest  causes  of  death  of  all  those  over  75  years  of  age 
are  "stroke"  (20^)  and  heart  disease  (l9^)  once  again,  and  cancer  (l6^) 
claims  third  place.

Measi  es . 

A high  incidence  of  measles  was  not  expected  in  1964,  but  the  customary 
biennial  epidemic  started  early.  432  cases  of  measles  were  notified  in 
November  and  346  in  December. 


Whooping  Cough. 

Only  8 cases  were  notified  during  1964.  In  1963  there  were  60  cases 
notified,  the  highest  number  since  1959. 
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Diphtheria. 

The  last  case  of  diphtheria  that  occurred  in  the  Borough  was  in  1950 


Pol iomyel itis. 

Since  1957,  when  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was  started,  only 
2 cases  have  occurred  in  Cleethorpes.  The  last  case  of  Poliomyelitis  no 
ified  was  in  1962. 


Dysentery. 

These  43  cases  occurred  throughout  the  year  and  there  was  no  major 
outbreak.  All  notified  cases  were  investigated,  and  shigella  sonnei  were 
isolated  from  6 cases,  5 of  these  were  from  one  family. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Of  the  11  cases  notified  and  investigated  only  two  gave  positive  bact- 
eriological results.  The  source  of  infection  in  both  these  cases  was  out- 
side the  Borough.  Information  was  passed  onto  the  Authorities  concerned  for 
further  action. 


Constant  awareness  of  the  importance  of  food  hygiene  is  important  in 
Cleethorpes.  We  not  only  have  a large  number  of  catering  establishments 
concerned  with  the  holiday  trade,  but  have  a large  Frozen  Food  Factory  as 
well.  The  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  worked  hard  to  ensure  that  as  many 
food  handlers  as  possible  are  aware  of  their  responsibility  to  the  public. 
No  one  can  afford  to  be  careless  when  handling  food.  High  standards  must 
be  maintained  if  major  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  are  to  be  avoided. 

The  Typhoid  epidemic  in  Aberdeen  in  the  summer  of  1964,  brought  home 
to  many  people  the  need  for  constant  vigilance  in  the  field  of  Public 
Health.  A contaminated  tin  of  corned  beef  might  have  been  opened  in  Clee- 
thorpes. Would  we  have  had  over  300  cases  as  in  Aberdeen,  or  26  as  in 
Harlow?  I do  not  know,  but  we  have  tried  to  benefit  from  the  lesson  that 
was  learned  in  Aberdeen.  We  have  tried  to  ensure  that  if  a contaminated 
tin  does  arrive  in  Cleethorpes  it  will  be  handled  in  such  a way  that  any 
spread  of  infection  will  be  kept  to  a minimum. 

Tubercul osis . 

Patients  attend  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  Abbey  Hoad,  Grimsby  by  appoint- 
ment. During  the  year  18  new  cases  were  added  to  the  Tuberculosis  Reg- 
ister. 8 cases  were  added  to  the  Register  as  inward  transfers  to  the 
town  and  24  cases  written  off  the  Register  as  having  removed  to  other 
areas,  or  having  been  lost  sight  of,  or  died.  17  cases  were  written  off 
as  recovered.  There  were  251  cases  left  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 


Tuberculosis  After  Care  Committee. 

This  Committee  renders  valuable  service  in  the  after-care  of  cases 
of  tuberculosis.  Special  attention  is  given  to  necessitous  cases  and 
their  families;  assistance  being  given  in  obtaining  extra  nourishment 
clothing  etc.,  and  in  the  form  of  holiday  grants.  ’ 
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B.C.G.  Vaccination. 


All  13  year  old  secondary  school  children  in  the  Borough  are  offered 
B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis.

Residential  Homes  are  provided  for  those  who  through  age  or  infirmity 
are  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  not  otherwise  available  to  them.  A 
total  of  16  people  from  the  combined  Cleethorpes  Borough  and  Grimsby  Rural 
District  were  admitted  to  homes  during  1964.  In  addition  a short  holiday 
was  provided  in  homes  for  three  old  people  to  allow  the  relatives  who  care 
for  them  throughout  the  year  to  take  a holiday  themselves.

The  problem  of  caring  adequately  for  old  people  is  one  that  gets  more 
and  more  difficult  each  year.  Every  effort  is  made  to  support  old  people 
in  the  community,  but  often,  despite  the  combined  efforts  of  the  enera 
Practitioner,  Welfare  Officer,  Home  Helps,  District  Nurses  and  W.V.S., 
institutional  care  is  necessary.  The  shortage  of  hospital  beds  for  the 
agW  and  chronic  sick  continues  and  many  people  in  need  of  hospital  care 
have  weeks  to  wait  before  being  admitted. 

During  1964  four  old  people  were  moved  from  their  homes  against  their 
wishes.  They  were  all  in  need  of  care  and  living  in  insanitary  condit- 
ions. Action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act 
of  1948. 

Health  Education. 

This  important  aspect  of  Public  Health  continued  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year. 

Members  of  the  Health  Department  of  the  Borough  Council  have  given 
numerous  talks  on  Health  matters  to  various  local  organisations.  The 
County  Council  Staff  working  in  the  Borough  have  also  been  active  in  this 
field.  The  Health  Visitors  have  visited  Secondary  schools  and  given  reg- 
ular lessons  on  Mothercraft,  Child  Care,  Home  Nursing  and  simple  first 
aid. 

Relaxation  and  Mothercraft  Classes  for  Expectant  Mothers. 

These  were  held  twice  monthly,  the  average  attendance  being  20. 

Talks  on  pregnancy  and  normal  childbirth  were  given  by  the  Medical  Officer; 
and  mothercraft,  relaxation  and  breathing  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

Visits  to  the  Maternity  Home  were  arranged  to  meet  Matron  and  to  dis- 
pel any  fears  or  apprehension  the  expectant  mothers  might  feel  . 

From  time  to  time  films  are  shown. 

Cl eethorpes  Young  Mothers  Club.

The  school  clinic  at  Cleethorpes  is  held  every  Monday  morning,  and 
children  are  referred  by  parents  and  teachers  or  as  follow-ups  from  rou  me 
medical  examinations.  The  appointment  system  continues  to  work  wello 

Total  attendance  at  the  School  for  1964  was  702;  445  of  these  being 

first  attendances. 

Many  overweight  children  have  attended  regularly  for  weighing  and 
advice.  Obesity  in  children  is  an  increasingly  difficult  problem  to  deal 
with.  Parents  are  very  difficult  to  convince  that  changes  in  eating  habits 
are  necessary  and  continue  to  permit  their  children  to  visit  the  chip  shop 
on  the  corner  each  evening,  despite  the  every  increasing  waistline  of  their 
offspring.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  children  of  the  town,  Cleethorpes 
is  definitely  over— endowed  with  shops  selling  foodstuffs,  as  must  be  most 
seaside  resorts.  Fish  and  chip  shops,  sweet  and  rock  shops,  ice-cream 
stalls  etc.,  exist  largely  for  the  benefit  of  visitors  to  the  town,  and 
must  be  looked  upon  as  a hazard  to  the  local  population. 

Combined  Andiometric  Clinic. 

This  clinic,  held  during  school  holidays,  provides  a valuable  link  up. 
Each  child  who  attends  is  tested  by  the  Andiometrician  and  then  examined 
by  the  Medical  Officer. 

Child  Guidance  Clinic. 

Cleethorpes  children  can  attend  the  Grimsby  Child  Guidance  Clinic  by 
arrangement  between  the  Grimsby  Education  Authority  and  the  Lindsey  Educ- 
ation Authority. 

These  children  are  referred  with  many  different  problems,  difficulties 
with  reading  or  writing,  bed  wetting,  pilfering,  irrational  fears  and 
phobias,  school  difficulties,  behaviour  problems  at  home  or  school,  lack  of 
intelligence,  and  each  of  these  cases  represents  an  unhappy  child  and  one 
or  more  anxious  parent.  This  is  a most  important  service  and  prevents  a 
great  deal  of  mental  ill  health  in  later  life  by  dealing  with  the  emotional 
between  the  Department  and  the  staff  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic.

The  year  has  shown  a considerabl e change  in  the  work  of  the  Depart- 
ments I am  now,  as  was  my  predecessor,  responsible  for  Public  Cleansing 
and  this  has  meant,  inevitably,  that  I have  had  less  time  available  for 
the  normal  public  health  duties.  During  the  year  these  public  health 
duties  also  increased,  because  of  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Offices, 
Shops  & Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  with  the  result  that  a poor  start 
was  made  on  the  work  in  connection  with  the  latter.  However,  at  the  end 
of  the  year  we  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  appoint  another  Inspector 
and  I am  sure  that  this  will  make  a great  deal  of  difference  in  1965o 

I have,  as  usual,  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for 
the  support  that  they  have  given  to  me  during  the  year;  Dr.  Britain, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  her  much  valued  co-operation  and  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  confidence  which 
they  have  shown  in  me.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Refuse  Collection. 

(a)  As  a result  of  the  resignation  of  the  former  Cleansing  Super- 
intendent, I iras  asked  to  carry  out  the  duties  which  formerly  were  his, 
as  from  1st  May,  1964.  I found,  on  taking  up  these  duties,  that  the  refuse 
collection  was  carried  out  by  three  teams.  In  addition  two  other  teams, 
each  consisting  of  a driver  and  a carrier,  were  collecting  refuse  from  cafe 
kitchens,  hotels,  etc.,  and  salvage.  The  three  refuse  teams  consisted  of 
unequal  numbers  of  men,  because  the  sizes  of  the  areas  which  they  covered 
varied. 

All  these  teams  were  behind  with  their  collections.  In  an  endeavour 
to  bring  them  up  to  date,  considerable  hours  of  overtime  were  worked  during 
May,  but  at  the  end  pf  the  month  little  real  improvement  had  been  obtained, 
and  it  was  apparent  to  me  that  unless  there  was  a complete  re-organisation 
of  the  system  there  would  never  be  a permanent  improvement.  In  my  first 
report  on  refuse  collection  to  the  Health  Committee  I brought  forward  a 
scheme  which,  I hoped,  would  bring  about  an  improvement  if  put  into  effect. 

The  scheme  envisaged  dividing  the  town  into  four  areas,  each  to  be 
covered  by  one  team  of  refuse  collectors,  the  teams  to  be  smaller  in  size 
than  formerly,  and  of  equal  numbers.  Three  extra  men  would  be  required 
to  make  up  the  four  teams,  because  of  the  unequal  numbers  in  the  three 
existing  teams.  Three  of  the  teams  would  use  the  vehicles  which  they 
had  formerly  used;  two  would  have  Dennis  Pascits  and  one  an  S & D Fore 
and  Aft  Tipper.  The  new  team  would  use  two  old,  side  loading  vehicles 
which  fortunately  had  not  been  disposed  of,  although  I warned  the  Committee 
that  because  of  this,  this  team  could  not  be  so  efficient  and  that  early 
consideration  of  supplying  this  team  with  a modern  vehicle  would  have  to 
be  given. 

The  Committee  accepted  my  recommendation  and  during  June  the  new 
scheme  was  commenced.  During  the  first  week  of  its  operation  there  was 
naturally  some  confusion  which  unfortunately  resulted  in  adverse  criticism 
of  the  Department,  but  as  soon  as  these  initial  difficulties  were  overcome, 
there  was  a great  improvement  in  the  service.  Everyone  was  made  satisfied; 
the  public  because  they  were  receiving  a more  frequent  collection,  the 
collectors  because  they  did  not  have  such  heavy  bins  to  carry,  and  the  office 
staff  because  they  were  not  having  to  absorb  so  much  vituperation  on  the 
t el ephone. 

I would,  however,  not  claim  that  the  service  is  perfect  now.  There  are 
a number  of  factors  which  account  for  this.  First  of  all  the  new  team, 
which  we  called  'East',  cannot  collect  so  efficiently  as  the  other  three, 
because  they  are  using  old  vehicles,  with  a result  that  they  are  liable  to 
fall  behind.  Secondly,  the  fact  that  the  collectors  do  not  carry  ou+ 
collecting  duties  when  it  is  raining,  with  the  result  that  a day  of  rain,  not 
an  uncommon  occurrence  in  our  climate,  can  put  the  work  a day  behind,  through 
no  fault  of  our  own.  Thirdly  the  large  and  continued  turnover  of  labour. 

The  work  is  hard  and  unpleasant.  We  have  a nucleus  of  men  who  have  worked 
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loyally  and  well  for  the  Department  for  many  years.  In  order  to  keep  the 
collecting  teams  fully  up  to  strength  we  have,  however,  constantly  to  take 
on  new  labour.  Many  of  these  men  do  not  settle  down  in  the  job  and  leave 
within  a f ew  days,  with  the  result  that  the  teams  are  short  of  men  until 
new  staff  are  recruited.

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a heavier  collection  in  the  Northern 
area  than  in  the  others.  The  reason  for  this  is  possibly  that  in  this 
part  of  the  town  the  open  fire  is  still  more  popular  than  in  the  more  modern 
areas,  resulting  in  more  ash.  This  theory  is  born  out  by  the  air  pollution 
figures  which  show  more  smoke  in  the  north  of  the  town. 

(b)  Special  Collection.  Early  in  the  year  the  Council  decided  to 
remove  all  types  of  heavy  household  refuse  from  houses  free  of  charge. 

This  usually  consists  of  old  furniture,  carpets,  bedding  etc..  This  was 
done  in  an  endeavour  to  prevent  the  dumping  of  such  items  on  spare  plots 
of  open  land,  a practice  which  is  not  infrequent  and  results  in  an  untidy 
town.  This  service  has  been  much  used  and  appreciated.  Some  of  the  coll- 
ections have  been  very  heavy,  particularly  those  resulting  from  the  death 
of  the  occupier  of  a house.  We  have  not  always  been  able  to  carry  out  the 
collections  as  quickly  as  we  would  wish  on  occasions,  because  of  the  heavy 
■rlemand,  and  a frequent  shortage  of  available  labour. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

This  has  been  carried  out  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  During  the 
summer  months  this  was  in  the  'Willows'  site  off  Taylors  Avenue,  which  was 
filled  during  the  period;  and  throughout  the  'off-season'  period  adjacent 
to  the  Buck  Beck,  where  an  embankment  was  erected  to  provide  a wind-break 
for  the  new  zoo. 

Refuse  disposal  will  become  increasingly  difficult  during  the  coming 
years.  Out  of  season  there  is  no  doubt  for  some  years  tipping  will  be  avail- 
able in  the  Marine  Embankment  Area,  although  even  here  the  increased  develop- 
ment of  the  area  will  make  it  more  difficult.  In  the  summer,  sites  for  dis- 
posal are  becoming  very  difficult  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  in  the  foreseeable 
future  the  Council  may  have  to  consider  alternative  methods  of  disposal.

Salvage  is  collected  partly  by  the  refuse  collecting  teams  from 
domestic  premises,  and  partly  by  'yard'  gangs  which  collect  from  shops. 

The  great  increase  in  the  use  of  packaging  has  meant  an  increase  in  such 
collections.  We  cannot,  unfortunately,  use  all  the  paper  and  cardboard 
which  is  collected  because  it  is  not  kept  clean.  Three  men  are  engaged 
fulltime  in  baling  the  salvaged  items,  but  they  cannot  cope  with  the  large 
quantities  which  are  brought  in,  with  the  result  that  overtime  has  to  be 
worked.  It  pays  us,  however,  to  do  this  from  two  points  of  view.  First, 
of  all  financially;  the  considerable  income  which  results  is  listed  above 
and  secondly  because  the  large  volumes  of  refuse  which  are  sold  do  not  have 
to  be  tipped,  with  the  result  that  the  amount  of  land  available  for  disposal 
purposes  will  last  longer.  This  second  reason  is  often  not  remembered  when 
the  question  as  to  whether  it  is  worthwhile  to  salvage  is  considered. 

Water  Supply. 

The  supply  of  water  to  Cleethorpes  is  by  pipe  from  the  North  East 
Lincolnshire  Water  Board,  and  it  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 
Nominal  chlorination  is  carried  out  by  the  Water  Board  to  leave  a residual 
chlorine  of  0.15  parts  per  million.  It  is  sampled  regularly  by  this  Depart- 
ment and  examined  bacteriol ogical 1 y and  during  the  year  8 samples  were 
reported  to  be  satisfactory. 


Information  obtained  from  the  Water  Board  discloses  that  there  is  a 
fluoride  content  of  0.1  per  part  million  in  the  water  from  the  Weel  sby 
pumping  station  which  is  supplied  to  the  Borough. 

The  result  of  a chemical  analysis,  supplied  to  us  by  the  Water  Board, 
of  a sample  taken  on  14th  November,  1964,  is  as  follows:-

Three  bacteriological  samples  obtained  of  this  water  during  the  year 
proved  to  be  satisfactory.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  houses 
so  supplied  has  fallen  since  last  year  when  14  houses  had  a private 
supply.

All  parts  of  the  Borough  are  sewered  except  for  Taylor's  Avenue, 
where  three  cottages  still  have  to  use  pail  closets.  During  the  year 
no  flooding  of  street,  even  temporarily,  occurred  as  a result  of  heavy 
rain,  the  sewers  and  pumps  being  adequate  to  deal  with  all  the  rainfall. 

Disposal  is  out  to  sea,  sewage  being  held  in  holding  tanks  which  are 
opened  when  the  tide  is  at  its  highest  and  is  starting  to  ebb.  The  out- 
fall is  34  mile  long,  and  sewage  is  thus  carried  out  to  sea  with  the 
ebbing  tide  and  causes  no  nuisances  on  the  beach. 
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Maintenance  of  Drains  and  Sewers o 


During  the  year  324  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  main 
tenance  of  sewers  which  are  dealt  with  binder  Section  24,  Public  Health 
Act,  1936.  It  was  necessary  to  serve  43  notices  during  the  year  requiring 
the  repair  of  sewers,  under  the  Act.  At  the  same  time,  229  visits  were 
made  in  connection  with  clearing  choked  house  drains  of  obstruction,  130 
visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  house  drains,  and 
16  drains  tests  were  carried  out.  The  I«DoPo  attendant  cleared  285  drains 
and  sewers  of  obstruction. 

It  was  necessary  to  serve  18  notices  under  Section  18,  Public  Health 
Act,  1961,  requiring  the  repair  of  house  drains,  and  8 notices  were  served 
requiring  such  drains  to  be  cleared  of  obstruction, 

A great  deal  of  time  and  energy  has  to  be  spent  on  this  subject.  The 
gradients  of  the  drains  and  sewers  in  Cleethorpes,  particularly  in  the 
older  parts  of  town,  are  poor,  with  the  result  that  the  sewers  are  liable 
to  silt  badly.  Any  misuse  of  the  drains  in  these  circumstances  can  cause 
choking,  which  is  sometimes  difficult  to  clear. 

Passage  Pavings. 

During  the  year  151  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  securing  the 
repair  of  passages  at  the  rear  of  houses.  7 passages,  serving  99  houses 
with  a combined  surface  area  of  approximately  636  yards  super  were  repaired 
with  3’*  of  cement  concrete  laid  to  proper  falls,  under  the  provision  of 
Section  56,  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  In  addition,  70  visits  were  made  in 
connection  with  the  clearance  of  choked  passage  gullies  in  common  passages, 
and  41  passage  gullies  were  cleared  of  obstruction. 

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

26  visits  were  made  to  industrial  premises  in  this  connection  and  15 
smoke  observations  were  made. 

The  graphs  show  that  the  general  picture  of  last  year  is  repeated.  In 
other  words  the  pollution  in  winter  due  to  domestic  fireplace  pollution  is 
high,  whilst  in  summer  pollution  is  low  in  all  parts  of  the  town.

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Rodent  Control . 


During  the  year  the  Council's  Rodent  Operative  has  treated  317 
dwelling  houses  and  40  other  premises  on  complaint  of  rodent  infestation 
or  as  a result  of  inspection.  In  order  to  do  this  he  made  1906  visits 
and  revisits.  The  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  a total  of  171  visits 
specifically  for  rats  and  mice.  Treatment  was  carried  out  in  all  cases 
by  Warfarin  poison  in  an  oatmeal  base.  There  was  no  indication  at  any 
time  of  any  resistance  to  Warfarin  by  rodents. 

Two  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  in  April  and  October.  At  the 
first  of  these  treatments,  15  sewer  manholes  were  found  to  be  infected, 
and  at  the  second  18.

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Housings  General  Remarks. 

Over  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a fall  in  the  number  of  houses 
which  are  made  in  all  respects  fit  for  human  habitation  by  using  the  powers 
in  the  Hoiising  Act,  1957.  The  figures  immediately  below,  speak  for  themselves.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  niimber  of  houses  repaired  rose  to  a peak  in 
1961,  since  when  there  has  been  a fall  to  a low  figure  last  year.  In  my 
opinion,  two  factors  may  account  for  this.  The  coming  into  force  of  the 
Kent  Act,  1957,  in  the  first  place  brought  about  a spate  of  repairs  as  a 
result  of  undertakings  given  by  the  landlords  in  response  to  a threat  of  the 
issue  of  a Certificate  of  Disrepair.  The  rent  paid  by  tenants  now,  however, 
meant  in  the  first  place  that  owners  were  better  able  to  afford  repairs, 
and  in  the  second  place  that  tenants  quickly  complained  if  defects  arose. 

In  the  second  place,  over  these  seven  years  there  has  been  a great 
increase  in  owner/occupation.  Many  hundreds  of  houses  which  were  formerly 
tenanted,  now  owned  by  their  occupiers,  are  thus  now  never  the  subject  of 
complaint.  If  defects  arise,  the  householder  will  attend  to  the  matters 
himself.  That  owner/occupiers  do,  in  most  cases,  keep  their  houses  in 
good  repair  comes  out  very  clearly  when  such  houses  are  inspected  in  conn- 
ection with  improvement  grant  applications.  Although  it  is  noticeable 
that  the  repairs  done  are  nearly  always  those  which  a handyman  husband 
can  do  himself.  In  time  major  repairs,  such  as  re-roofing,  may  become 
necessary.  Such  work  needs  specialist  attention  and  is  expensive.  A 
man  who  has  sunk  his  life  savings  into  buying  a house  and  has  large  mort- 
gage repayments  to  find,  may  experience  difficulty  in  putting  aside  enough 
to  pay  for  major  repairs  to  his  house,  which  might  arise.  This  is  a problem 
which  may  give  us  some  difficulties  in  future  years.

A total  of  1271  visits  were  made  for  various  reasons  to  the  food 
premises  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

The  general  standard  of  the  food  premises  in  the  Borough  was  again 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  occupiers  of  many  food  premises  provide 
much  more  than  the  minimum  standard  required  by  the  regulations,  and 
this  is  a tendency  to  be  welcomed.  In  no  case  was  it  necessary  for  a 
prosecution  to  be  made  because  of  contravention  of  the  regulations. 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  slaughter  of  animals  for  human  consiimption  continued  at  Wilson 
Street  Slaughterhouse.  The  number  of  animals  killed  was  3,657. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  figures  below  that  there  was  no  tuber- 
culosis foijnd  in  any  of  the  cattle  slaughtered.

During  the  year  a very  small  number  only  of  the  prcmiises  which  it  is 
necessary  for  us  to  inspect  were,  in  fact,  inspected.  A number  of  visits 
had  to  be  made  in  order  to  ensure  that  premises  were  registered.  Shortage 
of  staff  to  do  this  work  in  1964  was  the  main  difficulty.  There  were  only 
two  district  inspectors  and  they  had  plenty  to  do  before  this  additional 
burden  was  given  to  us.  However,  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  decided 
to  appoint  another  inspector.  We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  do  this 
and  I hope  that  next  year  there  will  be  a great  difference  in  the  number 
of  general  inspections  made. 
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
